The fifth victim was the cap- 
tain of the Raft and chairman,, 
Professor Mallory. All five sea- 
men were neatly decked out In 
sailing caps for the voyage. 
FIRST PLEA 
Professor K. B. Callard, re|>re- 
senting Arts, began by declaring 
tbat science has produced the 
grtat crisis of our time — nu- 
clear weapons. Engineering is 
concerned largely with blowing 



up everything. So the two destruc- 
tive types, the scientist and the 
en.çineer, aren't worth saving. 

Saving the businessman would 
mean continuing to pay bills and 
fees, and so, said Professor Cal- 
lard, be must go. But Arts, he 
continued^ ^teaches us to. under- 
stand what "inoves" Krouchtchev 
and to talk to Castro. With Arts, 
he added, we can control the 
bomb, and learn to accept the 
problems caused by the scientist, 
engineer, and businessman "phi- 
losophically". 

SCIENCE DEFENDED 

Science's representative. Dr. 
R. K. HOlcombe claimed that Arts 
Is only the "froth" of the uni- 
versity, and that Its real substance 
Is In the studv of the sciences. 
Engineering, no stated, is for 
scientists trying to make money. 
Even then the scientist gives them 
thQ materlalsi|AJ|o;ibe declared.

• Commerce, he continued, u use- 
less as it trains half of its gra- 
duates to enter tho business 
world, and the other half as 
auditors, etc., to check up on the 
crooked fint haU. 

USEFUL ENGINEERS 
The next speaker. Professor 
P. J. Harris of Engineering, said 
''Engineers get. things done". 
They are useful, and produce al- 
most everything around us, he 
stated. 

Science, he claimed, is outmod- 
ed as it^has admitted giving all 
its knowledge to engineers, who 
can now build anything. Also, he 
added, any bridges which have 
collapsed were designed by mis- 
placed science students. , . . 

Commerce, he sa id, .Would have 
noUiing to do if there wcra na 



engineers to build for their mo- 
ney. The Artsman, he claimed, is 
a parasite who has the leisure to 
study his subjects only because 
of the labour-saving devices of 
engineers. 

MONEY SPEAKS 

Professor W. H. Pugsley, re- 
presenting Commerce, began by 
thanking the audience of "colle- 
ge types" for their "unanimous" 
support. He then agreed that en- 
gineers have built bridges "from 
coast to coast, from Three Rivers 
to Vancouver". He added that 
engineers have built nothing in 
the last 100 years which has 
lasted like the pyramids... .

A development facilitating the communication of 
ideas, friendship, and alert information around the 
globe has risen above the horizon: That development 
is the increasing use of the English language as the' 
world's common tongue. 

It la the official language in many countries. In- 
dia's jparliament debates in English. So does Ghana's. 
And' while'India- proposes to substitute Hindi by 1965, 
experts* believe this move most unlikely. * 
. ■ While retaining official-language status in lands 
so far' distant from England, English is also beco- 
ming the second language in many others. 

There are many reason.s for thi.s development. 
Partially, it is a legacy of Briti.sh colonizing. The Bri- 
tish carried English to India, Burma, Malaya, Ghana, 
Nigeria, AustraUa, South Africa, and, of course, North 
America. 

Another reason is that when a language begins 
to catch on as the world's number one tongue, it gains 
ad,herent8 by this very fact. That's probably why, 
when Indonesia expelled the Dutch, it expelled the tea- 
ching of the Dutch language and substituted English 
as its second tongue. 

The fact that the English are persistent tourists 
(and fTuch - indifferent linguists, one mus^ add) has 
helped; Aniericaris fit the same description); they 
travel •exten.'iively, but do not know the languages. 
Ergo, English is spoken — albeit sometimes fractured 
— in all sorts ^of shops around the globe. 

Some even argue that the propagation of English 
as a spoken language Is being hastened by recognition 
of its virtues. Prof. Otto Jespersbn, quoted in a recent 
issue of the Christian Science Monitor, calls the lan- 
guage "energetic, businesslike and sober". Othiers of 
the same view point to the fact that some of mankind's 
greatest works — the King James version of the Bible 
and Shakespeare's poetry — Vvere written in English. 

Yes, the whole learth is helping here — helping 
to improve man's understanding of his fèllow man.

In a recent Interview, Miss Bean, 
the faculty advisor to the Women's 
Atliletic Association, stressed the 
fact that witli the available faci- 
lities and good student leadership 
this year, there should be an ex- 
cellent turn-out In women's sports. 
In the po-st years McGUI has had 
a 27-30 p.c. participation by wo- 
men in the sports programme. 
Miss Bean stated that the recrea- 
tional aspect should be considered 
rather than the competitive in in- 
tramural participation. The clubs 
emphasize recreational activity. 

INTRAMURAL SPORTS 

The intramural sports program- 
me on McGlll campus has a com- 
paratively wide participation.
